Washed Up is being shown at the Prix Europa in October and it is hoped it will air on national 
television shortly afterwards. 

Karol has appeared in several movies, the best known being The Other Boleyn Girl, a 
blockbuster about Anne Boleyn's sister which starred Scarlett Johansson.

DISGRACED immigration chief 
Paul Cosier has been put behind 
bars for ten years after a catalogue 
of sexual abuse against children. 

Cosier, 51, of Clifford 
Gardens, Deal, compiled a 
sickening library of 10,000 
paedophile images and 
raped a girl under 13. 

At Canterbury Crown 
Court he admitted the rape 
charge and a further 16 
charges of making, possess¬ 
ing and distributing pic¬ 
tures over the internet. 

Outwardly, Cosier was a respected senior 
immigration officer, but he concealed a 
dark secret. He was eventually trapped by a 
Metropolitan Police unit which investigates 
cyber-crime. 

Sickened detectives looked at emails in 
which Cosier discussed the sexual abuse of 
young children. 

Detective Inspector Matthew Long, of Kent 
Police, vowed to hunt down Cosier’s associates. 

In all, officers found 11,954 pictures of 
varying brutality. 

Det Ins Long said: “Compiling and distribut¬ 
ing more than 10,000 indecent images was 
clearly not enough for this man. 

“He has continuously interacted with other 
like-minded people and discussed the serious 
sexual abuse of children. 

“Cosier has not only gone on to commit seri¬ 
ous sexual abuse of a young, vulnerable child, 
but he took photographs of this horrific act.” 

Cosier was put on the sexual offenders 
register for life and banned from working 
with children.

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Three jailed over Channel cocaine plot 


THREE men received jail sentences 
totalling 34 years after being found 
guilty of attempting to smuggle 
cocaine worth more than £500,000 
across the Channel and into Britain. 

Thomas French, 22, was jailed for 10 
years, while Ricky Smith, 25, and 
Thomas Yates, 26, both received 
12-year sentences. 

Yates is on the run and was sen¬ 
tenced in his absence. All three are 
from Hertfordshire. 

Canterbury Crown Court heard 
that French, who claimed he was on a 
trip to buy drink for Christmas, was 
stopped by UK Customs officers on 
November 27, 2006, in Coquelles. 

Officers discovered three taped 


packages inside cases of beer in his 
vehicle. On examination they were 
found to contain cocaine. 

Further investigations revealed 
that the other two men were involved 
in the smuggling plot. 

They had travelled to Calais via a 
ferry from Dover and met French in 
the town. The seized drugs had an 
estimated value of £542,000. 

Sentencing the men, Judge Adele 
Williams said: “Cocaine is a danger¬ 
ous and pernicious drug, causing 
harm to young people. 

“While taking account of your previ¬ 
ous good character, the sentences 
imposed match the crime.” 

The judge praised the vigilance of 


the Customs officers who were 
involved in the seizure. 

Stephen Clement, the senior investi¬ 
gating officer, said: ‘We are at the fore¬ 
front of the fight to stop drugs enter¬ 
ing the UK. 

We will do everything we can to 
stop this deadly trade. 

“These sentences will act as a deter¬ 
rent to those involved in drug traffick¬ 
ing and clearly shows that crime does 
not pay. 

“I am pleased that the hard work 
and dedication of my officers has been 
recognised by the court.” 

A European arrest warrant has 
been issued for Yates, and police are 
continuing to hunt for him. 


German sub war grave 
moved to deeper water

A GERMAN U-boat which 
contains the remains of 27 
crew members and has lain 
off the coast of Dover since 
1918 has been moved to 
prevent it becoming a dan¬ 
ger to shipping. 

The increasing deep draught of ves¬ 
sels using the Channel led to concern 
about the location of U38, which was 
sunk by a mine during a mission to 
attack Allied shipping in the First 
World War. 

It is also close to one of the busy 
Dover-to-Calais ferry lanes. 

Trinity House, which holds respon¬ 
sibility for marking shipping lanes off 
England and Wales, sent divers to 
investigate the wreck and found it at 
a depth of 77ft, just 10ft above the 
minimum clearance depth. 

Maritime contractors have now 
lifted the U-boat off the seabed near 
the south-west-bound lane in the 
Dover Strait and placed it about two 
miles away, in 131ft of water. 

Executive chairman Jeremy de

Sufferer tells how he 
copes with condition 
in book and on TV

A SEVERELY dyslexic man from 
Dover has written a book giving 
readers a glimpse of life through 
the eyes of a sufferer. 

But John Tipping, 42, won’t get to read his 
creation because he is so profoundly dyslexic 
that despite numerous lessons over the years 
he is still unable to read and write. 

His book, entitled Go Play In The Sand, John, 
was written with the help of a ghost-writer and 
is in the process of being published. 

John, who owns his own window-filming 
business, is also featured in a three-part 
Channel Four documentary Can’t Read, Can’t 
Write, which reveals the hidden realities of 
Britain’s adult literacy crisis. 

For almost 37 years he suffered low self¬ 
esteem and depression due to his disability, 
but in 2002 his life took an upward turn follow¬ 
ing successful consultations with a counsellor. 

He also attended two seminars held by 
American lifestyle guru Anthony Robins. 

John said: “It was like a light being switched 
on in my brain. I suddenly started to see my 
dyslexia as just part of my character instead of 
a ball and chain around my ankle. 


“The transformation was so powerful I just 
had to find a way of telling the world.” 

Through his book, John aims to become 
an ambassador for people with disabilities, 
showing them how they can accept themselves 
and turn around their lives. 

He said: “Whatever cards you have been dealt 
with in fife, what matters is how you play them.” 

Supporting John through the difficult years 
and enjoying his new positivity is his wife of six 
years, Jill. 

She said: ‘We’ve been together for 12 years and 
up until about 2002 John suffered from deep 
depression and anger. People didn’t understand 
him and he was drawing in a lot of negativity. 

“He’s like a different person now - he’s so 
positive. It’s amazing. 

“John has no phonetic ability - words to him 
are like shapes. Trying to get him to read is like 
getting a blind man to see. 


“A company called Access To Work set up a 
computer system with software that reads to 
him and he can talk and it types what he says. 
Now he can do his own invoices and quotes - 
it’s great.” 

In his book, John tells his story in two 
parts, examining his depression and then 
transformation. 

He also takes time out from his business to 
visit schools and organisations to raise aware¬ 
ness by giving talks about the problems he has 
faced over the years. 

Jill said: “This is a really exciting time for 
John. He’s gone through a lot of emotional 
times, but things have changed so much now.” 

Go Play In The Sand, John will be available 
on the Amazon website from August 1. 

The final part of Channel Four’s Can’t Read, 
Can’t Write series will be shown on Monday, 
August 4, at 9pm.

'Europe's rainforest is saved 
from ravages of a lorry park

PLANS to build a lorry park on 
cliffs just outside Dover have been 
ruled out, protecting an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty. 

The Port of Dover admit its plans for a buffer 
zone to cope with vehicles queuing for cross- 
ghannel sailing are “on the back-burner” after 
consultants submitted a report saying over¬ 
turning local planning restrictions is unlikely. 

The area earmarked for the development was 
at a site between the town and Folkestone - 
although it had never been formally identified. 

The idea was for a park which would hold 
about 1,000 trucks and the port would use it for 
day-to-day management of the traffic flow of 
heavy goods vehicles. 

The chalk grassland has been called 
“Europe’s rainforest” by conservationists be¬ 
cause of the huge range of wildlife and rare 
plant species found there. 


A Port of Dover spokesman said: “The plans 
for a holding area for freight vehicles on the 
cliffs are now on the back-burner. 

“The idea was for a site to be developed on the 
Dover side of the Eurotunnel entrance, but con¬ 
sultants employed by ourselves have indicated 
planning restrictions are unlikely to be lifted. 

‘We have been advised to exhaust all other 
opportunities in a search of a location.” 


The port now intends to examine the poten¬ 
tial of a site on the Western Docks close to 
Terminal Two. This is brownfield land and the 
objective is for it to cope with 1,000 lorries. 

“Plans for this development have now been 
brought forward,” said the spokesman. 

Steve Dawe, of the Green Party, said: “This is 
good news, but alternatives to road freight 
traffic need to be put in place.” 
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RADIO BOAT 
GETS GOOD 
RECEPTION 

Celestial Radio broadcast from a crystal ship, 
The Celeste, which has its surface coated in 
sixty thousand mirror tiles, during its recent 
visit to the Folkestone Harbour Festival.

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SUCCESS: Temporary barriers to prevent anti-social use of car parks appear to have had a positive effect 

Confusion over 
cost is barrier 
to parking plan 


A PILOT scheme to stop anti¬ 
social driving in one of Deal’s car 
parks has proved a success, 
according to a district councillor. 

Ongoing problems in Union Road car park 
led to a multi-agency group, including Dover 
District Council and the police, resorting to 
the installation of temporary barriers. 

Reports from residents about joyriders and 
groups of youths wheel-spinning around the 
car park at night resulted in the new barrier 
scheme being trialled throughout July. 

District councillor Julie Rook, portfolio 
holder for community, citizenship, youth and 
sport, said: “For me, they have worked 100 
per cent. I don’t think the problem was hor¬ 
rendous, but it has got better.” 

The barriers currently in place close off 
access to the car park at night, but an exit 
has been left open, allowing permit holders 
to move their vehicles if needed. 

Cllr Rook said: “It would be difficult if the 
whole car park was closed off. Then options 
such as 24-hour parking would have to be 
considered. But even with an exit, the barri¬ 
ers still prevent easy access to those who 
cause trouble.” 

But the cost of the barriers, if installed 
permanently, has led to a number of ques¬ 
tions from residents.

One lady, who asked not to be named, told 
Yourdover: “I’ve heard that they are going to 
cost £50,000. I’ve done my own research and 
this is not the case. You can get a heavy-duty 
barrier for £10,000.” 

Town councillor Bryan Henderson said: 
“Members of the district council have 
claimed the cost of the barriers will be 
around £50,000 each, but I’ve done research 
to show otherwise. 

“An automatic barrier costs £2,500, a 
smaller one just £1,180, and sunken flow 
plates, which only allow traffic to go one way, 
are £175. Car-parking charges are meant to 
go towards things like this, so if they’re 
saying barriers cost £50,000 and they don’t, 
where is the money going?” 

Cllr Rook said research into the cost of the 
barrier system was carried out three years 
ago and she is unaware of the current costs. 

A spokesman at the district council said: 
“The barriers being piloted are very simple 
in comparison with the sophisticated system 
looked at three years ago. It’s still too early to 
comment on what type of barrier system 
would be used if the pilot is a success. 

“A meeting is going ahead in August to 
discuss this.” 


Solar, so good, at shelter 


A solar-powered shelter for young people 
has been installed in Folkestone’s Brabner 
Park area. 

It cost £10,000 and was paid for by a 
donation from the Roger De Haan 
Charitable Trust. 

The centre has a built in radio and 
lighting system all powered by the rays 
of the sun. 

It came into being after Trust was 
approached by Jon Clarke of the Hill Road 
Baptist Church and Kent County Council’s 
warden Nick Adams. 

Both had been looking at ways to pro¬ 
vide better facilities for young people. 

Mr Adams said: ‘Young people from the 
Folkestone East Youth Council said they 
would like a new shelter to replace one 
that is in an exposed location and not very 
comfortable.” 

The teenagers wrote to the Trust and 
Nick said they were delighted with the 
response.

Mr Adams added: “Shepway Council, 
which owns the land, gave permission for 
the teen shelter to be installed and it is 
already proving a hit.” 

Future plans for the park include a new 
football pitch and adventure playground.

Beach cleared by 
ferry volunteers 

STAFF at SeaFrance have spent a day clear¬ 
ing rubbish from Kingsdown beach as part of 
the Marine Conservation Society’s Adopt-a- 
Beach project. 

More than 30 volunteers headed to the 
shoreline armed with litter-pickers and black 
sacks, led by Dr Sue Kinsey from the MCS. 

The ferry operator is lead sponsor of the 
project and is committed to monitoring and 
cleaning Kingsdown beach four times a year. 

Robin Wilkins, managing director, said: “At 
a distance the beach looked pretty clean, but 
when we actually began to tackle the job, we 
realised the level of pollution was far more 
serious than most people realise. 

“It takes over 450 years just for an alumini¬ 
um can to degrade, so there’s quite a strong 
message to all of us.” 

Volunteers collected 13 bags of rubbish, 70 
per cent of which was plastic. 

Mr Wilkins said: “As part of our environ¬ 
mental policy, SeaFrance is spearheading 
green initiatives within the ferry industry.” 


Prison for lorry driver 

A LORRY driver caught with a truck full of 
cannabis at Dover Docks has been sent to jail 
for five and a half years. 

Expat Gordon Terry, 48, was living in 
Magenta, Italy, when he agreed to hide the 
dope in a lorry trailer exactly a year ago. 

He was stopped at the Inward Freight 
Controls at Dover Eastern Docks, where offi¬ 
cers found drugs worth £576,000 hidden in 
three boxes under the load. 

Terry had admitted importing drugs at 
Canterbury Crown Court last month.

Restaurants could 
set up after music 
club closes doors 

DEAL residents - or at least some of them - 
are celebrating the closure of a late-night 
music club after months of alleged noise and 
sleepless nights. 

High Street venue Casanova Mio had been 
under inspection by Dover District Council’s 
licensing department over reports of loutish 
behaviour from some patrons. 

But manager Gloria Melani had defended 
her club, saying she was “picky” about her 
clientele and that there was “no trouble”. 

But Mrs Melani has now closed the club, 
leaving the premises empty for another 
business to move in. 

Mayor of Deal Cllr Bill Gardner said he was 
pleased the club had closed and was looking 
forward to seeing the restaurants now being 
proposed for the building. 

He said: “The owner of the property and I 
have had several meetings keeping me 
updated. He is hoping a Thai restaurant will 
open upstairs within the next four weeks and 
either a Portuguese or Italian restaurant 
downstairs in September. 

“This will be gratefully received by long- 
suffering residents. Everyone I’ve spoken to is 
delighted the premises are going to be used for 
something else.” 

Deal town councillor Bryan Henderson had 
called for a licence review of the club prior to 
its closure. 

The opening hours were cut, but Mrs Melani 
appealed and was allowed to continue trading 
until the early hours at weekends while the 
decision was pending. 

But before a final decision was reached, Mrs 
Melani closed Casanova Mio. 

Cllr Henderson said: “There had been anti¬ 
social behaviour outside for quite a while, so 
I’m pleased it has shut down.”

Q What are you bringing to your new role at Kent 
Probation from your work at the centre of Government? 

A At the Prime Minister’s Delivery Unit I 
worked on crime reduction and reducing 
re-offending, liaising with agencies from 
across government including the police, 
prisons, education, housing and health. 

I focussed on identifying barriers to delivery 
and generating ways of breaking down these 
barriers. 

This national experience has helped me 
understand the range of partners needed to 
reduce re-offending - a key priority for 
probation - and how best to jointly improve 
the safety of everyone in Kent. 

Q Did you enjoy the cut and thrust of politics while 
working for Tony Blair and Gordon Brown - or try to 
escape it as much as possible? 

A As a general rule I try and avoid politics 
and focus on service delivery. The good 
thing about my previous role was, although 
located at the heart of government, its focus 
was on delivering real outcomes for citizens. 

But it did involve writing lots of reports and 
after a while I got bored of writing about it and 
wanted to deliver it. 

Q What is the biggest misconception about the Criminal 
Justice System? 

A That the only way to punish offenders is to 
send them to prison. In fact, there are a 
range of options available to sentencers and 
the evidence shows that working with offend¬ 
ers intensively in the community is more effec¬ 


tive in reducing repeat offending than short¬ 
term prison sentences. 

This is because it combines punishment over 
a long period of time, for example two years as 
opposed to a six-month prison term, with work 
to help offenders gain employment and change 
their offending behaviour. 

Q Aren't community sentences little more than a slap on 
the wrist? 

A No. Because an offender might have to 
report to probation five times a week; their 
liberty could be curtailed with a tag; they 
might be performing unpleasant unpaid work 
in the community thus losing their free time 
and giving something back to the community 
at the same time. 

Q How on earth did Roy Hodgson manage to save your 
football team Fulham from Premier League relegation? 

A By building a good team and playing 
decent football (no more route one, thank 
you Mr Sanchez) and Jimmy Bullard and 
Brian McBride coming back from injury. Plus 
a little bit of luck!

Q We are told that crime is falling, but it feels like it is 
rising - particularly violent crime. What is the truth? 

A The truth is that there has been a 16 per 
cent decrease in overall crime since 2003. 
This figure comes from the latest British 
Crime Survey, which is extremely reliable as it 
asks people if they have experienced crime. 

Also, the number of crimes recorded by the 
police fell by 12 per cent between October and 
December 2007 compared with the same quar¬ 
ter a year earlier. 

In particular, robbery fell by 21 per cent and 
most serious violence against the person by 15 
per cent. 

The reasons for the gap between these facts 
and public perception are complex and proba¬ 
bly related to media messages around crime, 
the rise of terrorism and wider anti-social 
behaviour.

Smart tips 
for safety 
by the sea 

COASTGUARDS have launched a 
Sea Smart summer safety cam¬ 
paign with millions of holidaymak¬ 
ers set to flock to beaches around 
the Kent coast this summer. 

Due to the pinch of the credit 
crunch holidays at home are set to 
boom over the coming weeks - with 
popular hotspots including TTianet, 
Whitstable, Folkestone and Hythe, 
along with the Isle of Sheppey. 

But coastguards say this could 
mean more people getting into dif¬ 
ficulty in the water. 

The Sea Smart campaign pro¬ 
motes beach and sea safety mes¬ 
sages to families with children. 

UK Chief Coastguard Rod 
Johnson said: "More and more peo¬ 
ple are choosing to holiday at home 
and explore our varied, dramatic 
and accessible coastline. 

“What I want to do is to help edu¬ 
cate families.” 

Mr Johnson emphasised the fol¬ 
lowing points: 

• Consider visiting a beach with 
lifeguards if there is one nearby. 

• Always keep your children in 
sight at the beach, especially 
toddlers. Even a small wave can 
knock a child over. 

• If your child is using an inflat¬ 
able, make sure they are being 
supervised and that the inflat¬ 
able is secured to the shoreline 
and held by an adult. Even the 
slightest of breezes could blow 
the inflatable away from the 
shore. 

• Keep clear of cliff edges - we’ve 
got some high cliffs around the 
UK and they do sometimes give 
way under foot. 

• Always swim close to the beach in 
line with the shore. Don’t go alone. 

• Check the weather and tides 
before you leave home - don’t get 
swept away. 

• If you are going afloat, always 
wear an appropriate lifejacket or 
buoyancy aid.

The proposed landmark, paid 
for by Eurostar, London and 


Continental Railways and Land 
Securities, is intended to be a 
memorable welcome to travellers. 

The final decision will be made 
by a committee chaired by Lord 
Lieutenant of Kent, Alan Willett, 
this autumn.

Africans call 
for gay cleric's 
resignation 

CONTROVERSIAL gay cleric Gene 
Robinson who lectured at an isolated 
church on Romney Marsh should be 
dismissed from his post as Bishop of New 
Hampshire, USA, according to leading 
African Anglicans. 

The move appears to have wrecked any 
chance of a reconciliation within the 
church, which has been rocked by Bishop 
Robinson’s appointment. 

He is the only non-celibate homosexual to 
hold a senior Anglican post. 

More than 200 church leaders have boy¬ 
cotted the cur¬ 
rent Lambeth 
Conference in 
protest over the 
issue. 

The demand 
for Bishop 
Robinson’s 
removal was for¬ 
mally issued by 
Sudanese cler¬ 
ics, who claimed 
they were repre¬ 
senting a fur¬ 
ther 200 leading 
figures from TALK: Bishop Gene Robinson 
churches in the 

developing world, especially Africa. 

In a statement issued to church leaders in 
the name of Sudanese church leader the 
Most Reverend Daniel Deng they stated sex 
should be confined to being between a man 
and a woman. 

‘We require all those who live in the min¬ 
istry of the church to live according to this 
standard and cannot accept church leaders 
whose practice is contrary to this,” it said. 

In a talk at St Rumwold’s Church, 
Bonnington, Bishop Robinson - who has a 
bodyguard and wears a bullet proof jacket - 
told an audience he felt that attitudes to 
homosexuality as stated in the Bible need 
to be reinterpreted in the light of the cultur¬ 
al conditions which existed at the time they 
were written. 

He added that he felt a 21st century 
church should be inclusive to all those who 
wish to be a part of it - not exclude a certain 
group of people for one reason.

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Junior scientists 
rise to Pfizer's 
biology challenge

TWO young scientists from 
schools in the Dover district 
have assisted Pfizer scientists in 
a series of challenges during 
Biology Project Week. 

Christopher Burnap, of Sir Roger 
Manwood’s, and Emily Farbrace, of Dover 
Grammar School for Girls, took part in the 
seven-day residential course at Canterbury 
Christ Church University along with 16 
other A-level science students. 

The pupils worked in pairs on a selection 
of scientific projects set by Pfizer 
researchers to test their skills and knowl¬ 
edge. 

Christopher looked at the purification of 
proteins for vaccines and Emily studied 
quantitative pharmacology. 

Both have now been awarded student 
placements at the Pfizer research and 
development laboratories in Sandwich for 
2009. 

Jim Loftus, research recruitment manag¬ 
er for Pfizer and organiser of the event, 
said: “The standard of the work this year 
was excellent. 

“The projects were very challenging and 
required a great deal of hard work and 
deep thinking. 

“I hope everyone taking part gained a 
good insight into the work undertaken in 
research laboratories and this will inspire 
them to study science at university and 
pursue scientific careers.” 

The eleventh annual Biology Project 
Week was hosted by the pharmaceutical 
giant to give young scientists the opportu¬ 
nity to gain an insight into the processes of 
research in the university laboratories.

As part of the event, students were also 
invited to visit the Pfizer research laborato¬ 
ries at Sandwich and attend seminars with 
world-class scientists speaking. 

The 16 sixth-formers involved were cho¬ 
sen from more than 31 applications across 
east Kent. 

Projects they carried out included exam¬ 
ining the clotting mechanism of blood, 
genetically engineering E.coli, measuring 
the effects of steroids and assessing the 
kinetics of the enzyme thrombin. 

Pupils received awards for their projects, 
including £200 of book vouchers for two of 
the young scientists. 

Schools involved in the scheme were Sir 
Roger Manwood’s in Sandwich, Dover 
Grammar School for Girls, Dover 
Grammar School for Boys, The Harvey 
Grammar in Folkestone and Folkestone 
School for Girls. Pupils from six other 
schools across east Kent also took part.

Nuclear power will 
cost us the earth 

It is likely that this week French 
energy giant EDF will finalise 


the buy-out of nuclear power 
firm British Energy. This will 
include most of the Dungeness 
site and the possibility of a new 
C station. It will cost it 
£12 billion - at the same time as 
announcing a 17 per cent hike in 
its UK consumer rate. Would 
there be any connection? 

This is also at a time when 
the company has suffered two 
radioactive leaks in France. 

This surely shows the folly of 
having private firms running, 
and building, new stations. 

Then there is a report in the 
Wall Street Journal which says 
the worldwide expansion of 
nuclear power will cost far more 
than claimed. 

The estimates are now 
anything from £2.5bn to £6bn 
per station. Meanwhile, clean-up 
costs for waste continually rise 
- now £73bn and likely to go to 
£83bn - while we still haven’t 
found anywhere to bury it. 

Any new waste would require 
running trains to Sellafield for 
years. Nuclear stations are 
unnecessary, despite the 
Government’s claim that they 
help tackle climate change. 

The way to tackle global 
warming is to greatly expand 
renewables, alongside home and 
business premises insulation, as 
well as cutting energy demand.

Organisers expecting crowds to flock to 10th Dover Regatta

THE popular Dover Regatta takes 
place this week and will feature 
dramatic dragon boat races. 

The event, on August 2-3, is organised by the 
Royal Cinque Ports Yacht Club and the White 
Cliffs Motorboat & Yacht Club. 

There will be two days packed with events, 
including Channel swimming, lifesaving dis¬ 
plays with Newfoundland Dogs, and a large 
variety of boat racing.

On dry ground, there will be helicopter 
pleasure flights, a helicopter display, fire¬ 
works, unarmed combat displays with Royal 
Marine Commandos, and French and Latin 
markets, along with various craft stalls and 
demonstrations.

Music, dance

THE hard-working organisers 
behind Broadstairs Folk Week 
deserve knighthoods for services to 
music - after offering up 540 
events across seven days. 

By my reckoning that boils down to 77.14 
concerts, workshops, fairs and other folk-relat¬ 
ed attractions each day. 

To push the basic mathematics a few steps 
further that roughly translates to one new, 
exciting event every 20 minutes. 

More than 120 folk artists alone have been 
lined up to perform during the annual August 
event, far too many to name individually. 

However, some of the stand-out archetypal 
‘we drink real ale and like skiffle’ folk-named 
bands include The Trouser Trumpets, 
Shadrack Boswell's Knifegrinders, Junk & 
Disorderly and His Worship & The Pig. 

Workshops include dance such as Bulgarian, 
Cajun and English clog; song such as African 
polyphonies, harmony singing and 
Northumbrian tunes, and music such as tenor 
banjo, fiddle and the mandolin. 

The ever-popular craft fair, situated on 
Victoria Gardens, next to the bandstand on 



the seafront, is open from 10am to 10pm and 
features an array of exotic gifts from across 
the globe. 

A Folk Week spokesman said: “If you need 
an unusual present, this is the place. 
Handmade jumpers from Ecuador, musical 
instruments, pottery, handmade cards, jew¬ 
ellery, silks from the Far East, rainbow- 
coloured shoes, leather belts, lanterns, castles, 
garden ornaments - the list is endless. 

With the week starting up in only nine days 
time, the organisers said they were itching to 
get going. 

The spokesman said: “During Folk Week, life 
in Broadstairs really is set to music. 

“In the parks, pubs, gardens, beaches and 
promenade, musicians, from the highly profes¬ 
sional to the inexperienced amateur, get 
together in impromptu sessions whilst Morris 
dancers, Appalachian clog dancers, rapper 
sword dancers and many others demonstrate

their skills on the streets and along the prom.

Bale shows his dark side

GONE are the days when 
Batman was a just a camp 
character in tights - now 
he is brooding, shadowy 
and even political. 

The superhero was revitalised 
when British actor Christian Bale 
gave his intense interpretation of 
the caped crusader in 2005 movie, 
Batman Begins. 

In The Dark Knight, the second 
in director Christopher Nolan’s 
take on the franchise, Bruce 
Wayne is a millionaire with a mis¬ 
sion - to save corrupt and danger¬ 
ous Gotham City from criminals 
like the anarchistic Joker (the late 
Heath Ledger). 

“It’s nice to be coming in and 
playing a character where you 
know the whole back story,” says 
a moody-looking Christian Bale, 
who is sitting hunched forward, 
arms folded in front of him. 

“We are trying to show a very 
real Gotham and real humanity 
to a superhero. 

“Batman has no super powers. 
He has these conflicts within him¬ 
self. He’s somebody who has great 
altruism and who has at the same 
time, great temptation towards 
chaos, violence and revenge. He’s 
a complete character.” 

Heath Ledger’s version of The 
Joker is also a world away from 
the one-dimensional villain often 
seen in superhero films. 

This movie was the last that 
Heath completed before his death 
in January this year, but the 
Australian actor’s performance as 
the anarchistic psychopath is 
already being talked about as one 
of the year’s most outstanding. 

“Somebody like Heath loves 
to immerse himself completely in 
the role, and you can see the 
pleasure he’s getting from that,” 
says 34-year-old Christian.

“And I feel likewise - that’s the 
pleasure I get from acting. 

“The way Heath plays The 
Joker - it’s not like we’re watch¬ 
ing Heath Ledger enjoying 
playing this zany crazy character. 
He disappears and becomes 
this anarchic, destructive, chaotic 
individual.” 

And it’s Batman who provides 
The Joker with his toughest chal¬ 
lenge yet in the movie. 

“Everyone’s been a pushover 


for The Joker,” reckons Christian. 

“Everybody can be leveraged so 
damn easily. The mob - they want 
money, that’s boring. Also, The 
Joker despises hypocrisy and he’s 
finally finding in Batman some¬ 
body who doesn’t have that. 

“But he recognises Batman’s 
weak spot - that he will not kill.” 

Born and raised in Britain, 
Christian, who began his career 
in Empire Of The Sun, is now 
based in Los Angeles, and after 


filming Batman and other 
American films like 3:10 To Yuma, 
he sports a mid-Atlantic accent. 

Rarely smiling throughout the 
interview, he has said he prefers 
not to reveal too much about his 
personal life to the press. For the 
record, he has been married to 
Sibi Blazic, a former personal 
assistant to Winona Ryder, for 
eight years, and they have a three- 
year-old daughter, Emmaline. 

He also doesn’t seem too inter¬ 
ested in giving his opinion on any¬ 
thing other than the film, and 
won’t really be drawn on why 
superhero movies like Iron Man 
and The Incredible Hulk are push¬ 
ing people’s buttons this summer. 

“Absolutely no idea about that,” 
he says. 

“There’s always a need for 
heroic figures. I think super¬ 
heroes are a modern-day equiv¬ 
alent to Greek mythological fig¬ 
ures. So naturally everybody 
wants a hero. 

“But by the time Fm in the middle 
of making a movie, Fm not doing it 
because I’m thinking it’s what soci¬ 
ety needs at this time. Fm just look¬ 
ing selfishly at what Fm interested 
in and what intrigues me.”

Once you’ve purchased a bin, you need to site it somewhere easily accessible in the 
garden, preferably directly on the earth so worms can find their way into the bin. 


Filling up the bin is simple. Many people who already home compost are unaware of the variety of 
items that can be recycled by home composting. Uncooked fruit and veg peelings from the kitchen 
can go straight in to the compost bin, as well as dead 
flowers and plant prunings. In order to create a 
balanced compost, you need to ensure that you mix 
these ‘greens’ with equal amounts of fibrous ‘browns’ 
like scrunched up cereal boxes, insides of toilet rolls or 
shredded paper. The perfect mix of green and brown 
items create an environment where microbes can break 
down the mix of organic waste naturally into a rich dark 
compost for use on plants and gardens. Other items 
you might not have thought you could compost include: 


Egg shells; 

Tea bags; 

Coffee grounds; 

Dog hair; 

Hamster bedding and 

Even the contents of your vacuum cleaner. 


If you want to cut down on the number of trips you 
make to the bin, it would be worth getting a 
composting caddy for your home. You can use the 
caddy to store up biodegradable household waste 
such as vegetable peelings, but you need only empty it 
into your compost bin when it is convenient. You can 
buy compost caddies from many retailers and the 
Recycle Now website, or alternaitvely you can just use 
an old ice cream tub. 


Home compost is a product that will help your garden and the environment as a whole - putting 
valuable nutrients back into the soil and helping gardens to look healthier and more beautiful. For tips 
on how to use your finished compost, check out www.recyclenow.com/compost. It takes between 
six and nine months to produce your own compost - so if you can’t wait that long, peat free and peat 
reduced composts (also made from recycled green materials), are another great ingredient for your 
garden and are available from most garden centres. These are competitively priced, great for the 
garden, providing the key nutrients that plants need to thrive, and great for the environment as they 
divert garden waste from landfill sites.

DANGLING upside 
down from a trapeze by 
my knees and swinging 
through the hot air I felt 
a rush of excitement and 
fear. 

It was the first time I had tried 
circus skills. Despite my reluc¬ 
tance to have a go, as I walked 
away from the aerial equipment 
towards the beach, I was already 
planning my next session. 

But the all-important question 
was: when was I going to fit this 
in to my hectic schedule? 

Between cycling, tennis, sailing, 
salsa classes and, of course, those 
all important afternoons relaxing 
by the pool or on the beach with a 
cocktail in one hand and a book in 
the other, I was struggling to find 
a window in my holiday diary. 

Jackie, our friendly Club Med 
rep, told me it was impossible to 
get bored at the Kamarina resort. 
By day one of our holiday, I could 
see exactly what she meant. 

On a pre-paid, all-inclusive holi¬ 
day, guests can do as much or as 
little as they please. There is 
something for everyone - from 
body pump and aqua aerobics for 


the gym bunny, to archery, a 
climbing wall and quad biking for 
the more adventurous or jet ski¬ 
ing, kayaking and catamaran sail¬ 
ing for the water babes. 

There is no pressure to be any 
good at any of these skills. As my 
partner tried to co-ordinate his 
two left feet during a salsa class, 
the teacher was friendly and 
merely invited us both back to the 
next day’s session. 

The resort also stood out for its 
excellent tennis facilities with 
about 25 clay courts, professional 
tuition, and complementary rack¬ 
et and ball hire. 

The most evident thing about 
Club Med was its family-ftiendly 
ethos and range of children’s clubs. 

Children, aged from four to ten 
can go to the Mini Club Med, 
whilst 11- to 17-year olds are wel¬ 
comed to Club Med Passworld. 
Club Med Baby and Petite Club 
Med take care of the youngest. 

The clubs are open for six days 
out of seven for nine hours a day 
and a special team of GOs 
(Gentils Organisateurs) keep the 
children occupied and happy 
throughout the day. 

Despite the fact that Club Med 
is a French company and their 
clientele mostly French and 
Italian, they said there would 
always be a fluent English-speak¬ 
ing GO.

most staff spoke English anyway.

The food was fresh and locally- 
sourced with a huge selection of 
freshly cooked fish, meat and veg¬ 
etarian dishes, salads and pasta 
choices to choose from. 

All the restaurants were self- 
service and our favourite was 


Trinacria in the hotel, which we 
found slightly less hectic and 
more peaceful than the others. 

The accommodation was also 
surprisingly good. Across the 96- 
hectare village, the rooms are 
split between the main hotel and 
the villagio, where we were based. 

Despite a gaggle of noisy 
Italians partying late into the 
night, it was peaceful and a holi¬ 
day destination I would highly 
recommend.

Web index tracks 
decline in prices 

ASKING prices in the property market 
continued to fall in July according to the 
latest Rightmove house price index. 

July has seen a 1.8 per cent fall in 
prices - the largest drop ever recorded in 
the month and it follows a 1.2 per cent 
slip in June. 

Subsequently annual asking price 
inflation has slipped into the red, down 
two per cent over the year up to July - 
the first time Rightmove has recorded an 
annual fall. 

The survey discovered the average 
asking price for a property is £235,219 - 
a decrease of £4,345 in the past month. 

However, this remains well ahead of 
the average sale prices of £194,912, 
according to official figures from the 
Department for Communities and Local 
Government. 

The discrepancy could be caused by a 
realisation among sellers they have to 
lower asking prices in order to secure a 
sale according to analysts. 

“Sellers are finally recognising that 
they need to undercut their rivals from 
the outset, rather than testing the mar¬ 
ket and dropping prices later,” said Miles 
Shipside, of Rightmove. 

Tenants feel the chill 
of rising energy bills 

TURNOVER of tenants in rented accom¬ 
modation where energy efficiency is poor 
could be on the increase according to a 
survey by the National Landlords 
Association. 

The group said that while eco-friendli- 
ness of homes may not be the most 
important factor for people when they 
move it will become increasing vital. 

Senior policy officer at the organisa¬ 
tion, Elizabeth Brogan, said the major 
things which people look at when they 
search for a home remain its location and 
the initial cost outlay. 

But she said: “There are other factors 
that are more important and I don’t 
think they (the buyers) are going to be 
looking at energy efficiency first thing.” 

But she added if tenants are feeling 
“cold and miserable” they are likely to 
move on more quickly than they would 
otherwise. 

But she also said that heating bills for 
tenants are likely to be reduced in the 
future due to the introduction of the 
Landlord’s Energy Saving Allowance.

Rent now, buy later 

Estate scheme offers younger buyers a way into the market

ANYONE who wants to buy a 
country cottage retreat in the 
heart of the Garden of England but 
can’t afford the mortgage deposit 
might be interested in Oakdene 
Homes’ Purchaser Prospect plan. 

This is on offer at Clockhouse Mews, a devel¬ 
opment in the Swaylands estate in Penshurst. 

The offer provides would-be homeowners 
with the chance to move into a property either 
through a rent now, buy-later scheme, or a 
one-year all paid mortgage deal. 

With more banks demanding larger deposits 
and the option of 100 per cent mortgages 
declining, there has been a decline in the 


number of young professionals purchasing 
property. 

The average age of individuals being able to 
afford their first apartment has risen to 34 
and the proportion of young professionals aged 
25 and under getting on the property ladder 
for the first time is at just 16 per cent. 

However, Oakdene Homes says its initiative 
will make it easier for younger individuals to 
own a new property and benefit from its equi¬ 
ty, thus laying the foundation for a secure 
financial future.

DODGE is a macho brand in its 
native USA, so it is no surprise 
that its Avenger saloon looks capa¬ 
ble of meting out its own justice. 

That is providing we forget that ‘Avenger’ 
last appeared here on an effete 1970s Hillman 
saloon and estate. 

Its belated successor gives Chrysler Dodge 
Jeep dealers a long-awaited foothold in Ford 
Mondeo territory. 

In keeping with its looks, Avenger pricing 
and specifications are bullish, but need to be as 
the interior looks low rent against key rivals. 

On the other hand, since the Mondeo has 
gone upmarket to attack the BMW 3-Series, 
the Avenger could appeal to company car 
buyers and ‘user choosers’ who like more 
bangs for their bucks. 

Power options are a diesel - VW’s tried and 
trusted 2.0-litre with six-speed T»ox - and two 
petrol engines, plus SE and SXT trim levels 
from £14,995. 

Standard kit includes six airbags, electronic 
stability, powered folding heated mirrors, air 
con, glovebox chiller and cruise control. 




But it is not a big price ‘walk’ - as the trade 
says - to the lavish SXT tested here (from 
£16,995). It is worth the extra for big 18-inch 
alloys, boot spoiler, heated front seats, leather 
seats, powered driver’s seat and upmarket six- 
speaker Boston sound. 

I was also impressed by MyGig - a £1,500 
dashboard extra bundled with sat nav - that 
memorises CDs and links to iPod/MP3 players. 

The Avenger is less tuned on the road; it has 
reasonable performance, but the chassis is 
saggy and copes badly with our increasingly 
poor road surfaces. 

The VW powertrain on our 2.0CRD SXT 
(£18,250) test car felt as good as ever though - 
willing, frugal and perfect for motorway 
cruising. Storage, cupholders and boot are 
generous, with Toad through’ rear folding seats 
on the SXT, although lifting the bootlid after a 
shower overruns the guttering and drowns 
your luggage. 

Rear legroom is good too, though that rear 
window Tuck up’ means kids may find it claus¬ 
trophobic in the back. 

Nevertheless, the Avenger looks fantastic 
value in a market sector where it is hard to 
stand out from the crowd.

The site is free to use and features only 
local businesses that have passed the 
assessments carried out by Kent 
Trading Standards. 

Music while you work 
could prove expensive 

TENS of thousands of Kent businesses 
are getting letters from the Performing 
Rights Society to make them aware of 
the consequences of, and possible legal 
action that could result from, breaking 
UK copyright law by playing music in 
the workplace without a PRS licence. 

The law ensures the UKs songwriters 
and composers PRS represents, receive 
royalties for the use of their work. Keith 
Gilbert, managing director, said: “PRS is 
a vital source of income to the creators of 
music, 90 per cent of whom earn less 
than £5,000 a year in royalties.”

Pressure piles on to 
leave us all too tired 


Three quarters of us are not getting enough sleep, claims survey

SLEEPING has figured in songs 
from Donovan to Seether but 
money worries and the credit 
squeeze becoming tighter are strik¬ 
ing different notes as a wave of 
shut-eye deprivation sweeps 
across the UK workforce. 

Twenty two million workers - that’s three- 
quarters of the workforce - admitted getting 
less than the prescribed eight hours of sleep 
each night of the working week, says a recent 
report. 

Topping the list for insomnia are estate 
agents, who are apparently getting only five 
hours and 50 minutes sleep a night - more 
than two hours less than the daily recom¬ 
mended sleep quota. 

The Travelodge company, which has hotels 
in Canterbury, Ashford and Margate, said the 
study revealed that two professions facing 
rocketing fuel prices - lorry and taxi drivers - 
were the next two groups missing most ‘shut 
eye’, sharing an average of just six hours and 
16 minutes a night. 

Then came another economy-hit profession, 
bankers, who manage just six horns and 23 
minutes of sleep. Builders and accountants 
came next with both getting six hours and 24 
minutes. 

Leigh McCarron, Travelodge’s director of 
sleep, said; “It is no surprise that the profes¬ 
sions in the industries worst hit by the credit 
crunch come top of the charts. We all know 
that money worries and job security are key 
drivers of stress which in turn, leads to signif¬ 
icant sleep loss.” 

The budget hotel chain’s study also revealed 
the key reasons why 40 per cent of workers 
regularly experience difficulty getting to sleep: 
work pressures and money worries, leaving 
work late, having an alcoholic drink at bed¬ 


time and going home to start work again were 
all causes. 

Mr McCarron said: “Don’t let the credit 
crunch keep you awake, it’s a vicious circle. 
Although you may fret about your job and 
have financial worries; you cannot afford to 
sacrifice your sleep quota. 

“Losing valuable hours of sleep will certain¬ 


ly impact upon your well-being and productiv¬ 
ity.” 

In case you’re wondering - director of sleep? 
Yes, that’s his title. The firm takes its job of 
giving clients a good night’s sleep very, very 
seriously, and Mr McCarron has a wide brief 
from helping design rooms to trying out beds. 
Let’s hope he doesn’t sleep on the job.

KENT Spitfires lost their grip on 
the Twenty20 Cup in a thrilling 
final at the Rose Bowl. 

Rob Key’s side lost by three runs as they 
attempted to overhaul Middlesex Crusaders’ 
total of 187 for six, a record total in a 
Twenty20 final. 

Set such a substantial target, Kent got off to 
a flier as Joe Denly and Key set about the 
Middlesex bowling attack, going at more than 
ten an over for the first five. 

The two Kent openers showed that while 
Twenty20 is about scoring boundaries 
and getting quick runs, it doesn’t have to be 
about slogs, sweeps and paddles as they each 
played a succession of elegant cover drives, 
cuts and pulls to pull their side back into the 
game. 

Key was in terrific form, reaching his half- 
century off just 30 balls, but it was the intro¬ 
duction of spinners Murali Kartik and veteran 
Shaun Udal that helped turn the game and 
they accounted for both Denly and Key. 

South African Justin Kemp, struggling for 
runs for the county this summer, was promot¬ 
ed to number three, where he played the type 
of innings for which he is renowned. 

Kemp smashed three sixes in an entertain¬ 
ing stand of 72 with Darren Stevens as the 
Spitfires closed in on their target, leaving 
them requiring 16 from the final over. 

The target was then reduced to six off three 


balls. Kemp could manage only two off the 
first two, meaning the Spitfires had to score 
three to tie, which would have secured the title 
courtesy of having lost fewer wickets than 
Middlesex. 

However, Kemp was unable to get the ball 
away and was run out, handing victory to the 
Crusaders and, with it, a place in the Stanford 


Super Series and a chance to pocket a huge 

£ 200 , 000 . 

While Key was disappointed not to get his 
hands on the trophy again, he was pleased 
with his side’s effort at Twenty20 finals day. 

He said: “The one thing we haven’t done is 
hide. Generally we have fielded well and it is 
times like that in big games when you find out 


the characters of players and I thought every¬ 
one stood up, so it was good. 

“That final was a great advert for Twenty20. 
It was a fantastic effort to have got that close. 

“It was pretty frustrating getting out for 
50-odd as the stage was set for me to play a 
serious Twenty20 innings and get us a great 
victory. 

“I always say it is not about the blokes who 
get out to a good ball for less than 10 - it is those 
who get in who will win or lose you the game. I 
was one of those who got in and got out.” 

The day had started well for Spitfires as 
they cruised to what turned out to be a com¬ 
fortable 14-run win over the Essex Eagles in 
the first semi-final of the day. 

The Spitfires, together with the Crusaders, 
will now be entered in the inaugural £2.4 
million Champions League against teams 
from South Africa, Australia and India. 

Kent’s involvement in the competition, 
although assured by the England and Wales 
Cricket Board, is yet to be 100 per cent 
confirmed by organisers of India’s cricket 
board because of their inclusion of ‘rebel’ 
Indian Cricket League stars Justin Kemp and 
Azhar Mahmood. 

Key is sceptical about his side’s involvement 
and is refusing to think about playing in the 
competition in India until it is confirmed. 

He said: “It is a bonus if it happens, but there 
has been a bit of confusion about it all the way 
along. We will only know how good it is if an 
English team walks away with the money and 
starts turning up for games in much better 
cars. 

“There are so many unanswered questions 
that I think it is probably a pipe-dream that is 
not worth us getting carried away about.”
